Mathematical creativity does not end when a particular branch of mathematics is 
developed, rather it becomes a tool to inspire more creativity among those who are trained 
to use it. Pure mathematics is the art of developing new and more powerful mathematic 
tools while applied mathematics is the art of using these tools in creative ways to solve real 
world problems. 

Teaching

2005 I began working for Johns Hopkins University's Center for Talented Youth program 
where I had the privilege of teaching mathematics and science courses to gifted middle 
school and young high school students for several weeks each summer.
